PARTICIPATE  IN  ’58 

With  wind  and  rain  mocking  hours  long  spent  in  preparing 
campaign  materials  for  studentbody  elections  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  students  have  become  aware  that  election 
time  once  again  is  at  hand.  Posters  and  signs— almost  as  if  by 
tradition  have  been  reduced  to  swirling,  sailing  devices  for 
the  elements  to  play  with. 

Fifty-four  candidates  are  running  for  26  available  offices, 
with  several  virtually  assured  success  due  to  insufficient  quan- 
tity of  competition.  With  primary  voting  starting  today  the 
question  narrows  down  to:  “Who  is  the  best  candidate?”  The 
only  obvious  answer  is:  “Who  can  really  tell?”  Especially  when 
office- winners  too  often  change  attitudes  and  even  personality. 

OBSERVATIONS  REASONABLE 

Some  reasonable  observations  in  considering  candidates 
might  include:  X.  Type  of  campaign  conducted.  2.  Unimpeach- 
able qualifications  of  past  service.  3.  Campaign  platform.  Each 
of  these  measuring  points  have  a reflection  on  character  and 
personality,  important  considerations  which  can  sometimes  be 
measured  by  personal  contact,  and  then  not  even  always  that 
way.  But  these  observations  can  serve  possibly  as  the  best 
channels  of  who  will  do  the  best  job  in  office. 

The  basic  reasoning  is  that  he  who  hds  served  well,  is 
most  likely  to  continue  to  serve  well,  but  that  limited  service 
alone  should  not  disqualify  a candidate  who  might  be  every 
«on  as  qualified  as  another.  A campaign  conducted  in  a high- 
level,  realistic  manner  will  most  likely  be  part  of  a candidate 
who  troubles  himself  enough  to  take  the  same  attitude  in  of- 
fice, rather  than  assume  generalities  -without  conclusions  as 
part  of  the  office. 

CAMPAIGNS  GRATIFYING 

According  to  Duane  Christensen,  ‘Elections  Committee 
chairman,  “No  flagrant  violations  of  elections  rules  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Elections  Committee.”  While 
this  is  obviously  gratifying  to  the  level  of  the  campaigning, 
” seeming  violations  of  university  policy  are  in  evidence. 
The  campaigning  of  some  candidates  is  becoming  a contest  be- 
tween  downtown  merchants,  rather  than  a political  battle. 

Soliciting  on  campus  is  against  university  regulations,  yet 
two  dealers  have  automobiles  on  campus  with  courtesy  cards 
more  than  adequately  displayed.  In  addition  to  this,  it  appears 
«iat  special  parking  concessions  have  been  made  to  allow  this. 
Wrth  unlimited  ingenuity  allowed  under  election  rules,  this 
seams  to  be  one  phase  that  is  much  too  commercial. 

FREEDOM  ALLOWED 

On  the  other  hand  some  candidates  are  not  aware  they 
are  allowed  more  “freedom”  than  they  have  ‘ beentaking.  One 
example  might  be  the  candidate  who  was  surprised  to  learn 
that  verbal  campaigning  in  the  Heritage  Halls  area  was  legal 
alter  5 p.m.  The  restriction,  according  to  Duane  Christensen, 
«s  on  posters  and  signs  being  a part  of  campaigning  after  that 
tiour.  Concessions  have  been  made  to  allow material  to  remain 
on  campus  past  that  hour  on  the  first  day  of  campaigning.

CHESTER,  111.  — INS  — A con- 
vict named  Tinkle  Hinkle,  24, 
has  jingled  his  way  to  an  opera- 
tion because  he  has  a craving  for 
metal. 

Hinkle’s  real  first  name  is 
William  but  he  has  been  known 
as  Tinkle  ever  since  he  began 
satisfying  his  insatiable  appetite 
for  scrap  iron  by  consuming  the 
keys  to  the  Williamson  County 
jail,  paper  clips,  nails  and  any 
other  loose  metal  object  that 
can’t  be  bolted  down. 

WARDEN  ROSS  Randolph  of 
the  State  Prison  at  Menard,  111., 
says  that  when  he  .gets  enough 
iron  inside  him,  Hinkle  tinkles 
like  a bell  when  he  walks,  laughs 
or  shivers. 

Prison  doctor  Donald  Wham 
has  been  able  to  treat  Hinkle  in 
the  past  by  using  an  electro- 
magnet to  retrieve  a pair  of  nail 
clippers,  a four  inch  pencil,  30 
roofing  nails,  nine  paper  clips 
and  the  tops  of  two  tobacca  tins. 

But  Dr.  Wham  said  after  a re- 
cent x-ray  examination,  Tinkle’s 
latest  eating  habits  have  given 
him  extreme  jangling  noises  be- 
sides a little  stomach  difficulty. 
The  physician  is  so  confident 
that  the  items  are  not  digestable 
that  he  has  ordered  an  operation 
for  the  convict  in  the  prison 
hospital  where  Tinkle  lies. 

THE  WARDEN,  who  says  Tin- 
kle has  four  prison  years  remain- 
ing on  a forgery  conviction,  said 
“Tinkle  has  been  bucking  for 
the  psycho  ward,  where  he 
wouldn’t  have  to  work.  I thought 
he  was  faking  his  appetite  for 
iron.  But  I'm  a reasonable  man 
and  this  convinces  me.  It’s  the 
mental  section  for  him  when 
he’s  ready  to  leave  the  hospital

The  hour  and  20  minutes  in 
which  Pres.  Wilkinson  present- 
ed his  absorbing  and  detailed 
report  of  the  progress  and  devel- 
opment of  Brigham  Young  Un- 
iversity and  the  Church  school 
system  was  accepted  by  many 
people  in  many  varied  ways. 

Pres.  Wilkinson  reported  on 
the  outstanding  qualities  of  the 
students  attending  BYU  and  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  because 
a student  is  a graduate  of  high 
school  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  he  will  be  accepted 
at  BYU. 

In  the  school  year  1956-57, 
200  to  300  applicants  were  turn- 
ed down  due  to  certain  insuffic- 
iencies, whether  in  character, 
spiritual  or  academic  qualities. 

Yet  if  one  were  to  judge  from 
the  studentbody’s  accordance  to 
the  president’s  report,  it  would 
be  difficult,  especially  for  a vis- 
itor, to  see  the  accuracy  of  such 
statements. 

On  back  rows,  and  throughout 
the  vast  audience,  many  students 
were  observed  to  be  asleep;  oth- 
ers deliberately  ignored  the 
speaker  and  carried  on  private 
conversations,  while  many  found 
more  important  things  to  do  than 
attend  the  assembly. 

Such  violations  of  conduct  by 
students  attending  the  Church 
university,  and  who  should  be 
mature  enough  to  sit  through 
meetings  of  even  longer  dura- 
tion, seem  to  reflect  the  thought 
that  “all  is  not  well  in  Zion,”  or 
at  least  that  we  need  more  heart- 
felt concern  for  the  Spirit  of  the 
Y.

Marlon  Brando  and  Montgom- 
ery Clift  have  probably  earned 
themselves  a pair  of  Academy 
Award  nominations  next  year 
for  their  performances  in  “The 
Young  Lions.” 

Brando  does  another  great  ac- 
ting job  as  an  idealistic  “gold- 
en warrior”  of  the  Third  Reich. 
He  agrees  in  principle  with  what 
Hitler  is  trying  to  do  but  he 
doesn’t  like  the  methods  being 
used. 

CLIFT  GIVES  one  of  the  most 
convincing  performances  seen 
on  the  screen  recently.  He  is 
superb  as  a lonely  New  York 
Jew  fighting  the  persecution  of 
his  Army  comrades  during  train- 
ing. 

The  story’s  other  principle 
character,  a Broadway  singin; 
star  whose  connections  can’ 
keep  him  from  the  draft,  is  ably 
played  by  Dean  Martin. 

“The  Young  Lions”  is  three 
separate  stories.  It  follows  each 
of  the  three  main  characters 
from  the  beginning  of  World 
War  II  until  they  finally  meet 
at  the  movie’s  violent  climax. 

FROM  THESE  three  stories 
the  picture  weaves  its  theme: 


War  is  useless.  To  quote  from 
the  movie,  “After  all  the  arms 
and  legs  are  blown  off,  nothing 
is  changed.” 

To  follow  the  three  men  the 
film  hops  from  spot  to  spot  like 
a woozy  kangaroo.  However,  it 
always  seems  to  know  where  it 
is  going  to  end  up.  Skillful  film 
editing  keeps  the  audience  in- 
terested in  all  three  stories.
